Midwest Multiculturalism 


From urban hubs to remote lakefronts, Paul Muller pavs homage to multicultural traditions 


and contexts.

n any given workday, Paul Muller can be 

fund absorbed in design issues of ham- 

mered-copper Arts and Crafts stove hoods, 
Japoniste courtyard plantings, the fates of Main 
Street movie palaces or the power of contextualism to 
convey social pluralism. Some architects excel at fine 
details, others revel in sweeping philosophical visions. 
Muller (pronounced MULL-er) is unusually adroit 
with, and enthused about, both. 

"I can obsess for three days over a table, and — 
intermittently — I can even get excited about master- 
bedroom closet layouts, all while I'm pouring foun- 
dations someplace or rethinking a downtown,” 
Muller says. "There isnt really a distinction for me, 
in terms of the attention and design quality required, 
between a doorknob and a master plan.” His compet- 
itive edge, he adds, in a town (Cincinnati) i increasing- 
ly rich in traditionalist and avant-garde firms, 
manic enthusiasm for whatever's in front of me.” 

His 20-year-old practice evenly divides its time 
among residential, commercial, institutional and civic 
commissions, from the Midwest to the Mid-Atlantic. 
Its colonnaded stone headquarters was designed in 
1926 by prolific Neo Classicist Harry Hake as his 
own office: Hake incorporated architects'-tool motifs 
into the entablature and modeled the polychrome 
main room after the 14th-century Sala dei Pappagalli 
in Florence’s Palazzo Davanzati. From within the cof- 
fered and checkerboard-stenciled space, Muller and 
nine staffers have designed, expanded or restored 
hundreds of buildings. Within every project category, 
their works are impossible to pigeonhole. New con-

struction ranges from pubs to streetscapes, additions 
range from solariums to cultural complexes and 
restorations from farmsteads to movie palaces. In the 
realm of new houses alone, Muller has ventured deep 
into Colonial, Palladian and Tudor territory. He 
often favors the Arts and Crafts style, however, part- 
ly because its myriad sources and potential forms of 
expression well suit his own versatility. “The style 
really resonates with people. They used to just 
describe what they wanted as ‘rustic; ‘irregular’ or 
‘picturesque’ but more and more they're asking for it 
by name. 

"I particularly like the versions of Arts and Crafts 
that are more rigorous, academically informed,” 
Muller explains. He's part of the legacy, he notes, of 
Belle Epoque architects like William Price: the pro- 
tean Philadelphian who devised Arts and Crafts

resorts and transit hubs with equal grace, from the 
1890s to the 1910s, in near-Tudor and proto-Art 
Deco interpretations. 

Another protean Philadelphian has inspired 
Muller: Robert Venturi, who hired Muller as a grad- 
uate student in the late 1970s. Venturi is a fan of 
Mullers, too: "Paul is a rare combination of being 
extremely talented in design and architecture and 
extremely organized and good at the administrative 
and technical side, which is why hes thrived running 
his own firm," Venturi says. "The range of scale at 
which he's skilled is remarkable. He was one of the 
greatest guys I’ve ever worked with.”

Before that discovery, physicians had been Muller's 


main role models: his father and grandfather were 
doctors (and his brother James went on to win the 

I985 Nobel Peace Prize for co-founding the Inter- 
national Physicians for the Prevention of Nuclear 
War). Muller recalls, "I'd gotten curious about archi- 
tecture and was reading about it, as something total- 
ly different from what anyone around me was doing. 
But I was really bored with the books full of expres- 
sionistic photos of forms zooming at you. I picked 
up Complexity and Contradiction just because the title 
intrigued me. I kept reading and reading — I couldn't 
understand much, but I knew I liked it.’ He then 
spent his undergraduate years at Southern Illinois 
University, studying architecture and philosophy, in a 
program dominated by its most famous professor: 
Buckminster Fuller. (Fuller had designed a number of 
geodesic domes on and around the campus.) 
In the curriculum, cosmological references and 
self-revelation prevailed. "A typical class presentation 
would begin, 'My project is in the solar system, on a 
planet that orbits the sun' — even if you were just

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designing the side of a bread truck,” Muller laughs. 
"And wed take off our shoes to lie down in the geo- 
desic domes.” He never forgot his youthful interest in 
Venturi, and began graduate work at the University 
of Pennsylvania partly in the hopes of meeting the 
Philadelphian and his partner, his wife, Denise Scott 
Brown. Within the first few weeks of classes, Venturi 
gave a guest lecture. As he headed up the auditorium 
aisle, Muller brazenly introduced himself: "I stood 
there and said, ‘I really like your ideas’ He could have 
brushed past me, this total stranger, but instead he 
said ‘thank you’ and bowed.” Muller took courses 
with renowned Classicists Allan Greenberg and John 
Blatteau as well, while learning Beaux Arts watercol- 
or techniques, which the school had just begun reviv- 
ing after decades of neglect. Halfway through his 
studies, he became a part-timer in the Venturis' 
office, helping develop an iconic line of Knoll chairs 
and tables. 

In 1982, a plum job — a two-year appointment 
with the Centers for Disease Control in Cincinnati — 
for his scientist wife, Teresa Schnorr, lured Muller 
back to the Midwest. "We figured wed go back to the 
East Coast right afterwards,” he says. "But it’s been a 
blast here. I've had the most interesting group of 
clients. When I arrived, I was so used to drawing on 
many kinds of sources, as the Venturis do — signage, 
colors, literal and symbolic elements — that the archi- 
tecture world here seemed a little abstract. I've enjoyed 
promoting a more inclusive approach — how respect 
for context can relate to a pluralistic, diverse society.” 


Broad Spectrum 

Nonprofits and tycoons have since benefited from 
Muller's open-mindedness, on sites of hundreds of 
acres and even entire towns. Within a short radius of 


his office alone, he has helped reshape blocks of 
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Muller melded Arts and Crafts and Japoniste motifs for the Cincinnati home. The owners bad collected Asian artifacts, such 
as the Chinese ceramic dragons flanking the doorway, while overseas. (The house was built by Cincinnati-based contractor

riverbank, serving with the local development com- 
missions Port Authority and planning the metamor- 
phosis of brownfields into entertainment and cultur- 
al venues. He has transformed a Greek Revival house 
into apartments for formerly homeless families and 
around the region has advised city governments on 
wisely spending their hundreds of millions of dollars 
in casino revenue. 

"Usually, 
gambling don't go even a block deep — as in Adantic 
City, which I studied with the Venturis;" Muller says. 
“The gamblers don't make good pedestrians, either —

no one ever says, ‘Hey, let's go out gambling and 
antiquing, " So in Lawrenc ceburg, IN, he has arranged 
for French Second Empire row houses to be hoisted 
and moved out of the path of a gambling develop- 
ment; these essential traces of pre-casino history will 
soon be reborn as affordable housing. Rising Sun, 
IN, has already become an attraction for artists, arti- 
sans, gallery owners and innkeepers, partly thanks to 
Muller. He lined its streets in Mission-style benches, 
ornate lampposts, street signs with metal-filigree sun- 
bursts and municipal buildings modeled on vernacu- 
lar architecture. At the riverfront, not far from a casi-

no boat, he trimmed a hip-roof pavilion with quatre- 
foil-perforated gingerbread and filled its gables with 
sunburst peak ornaments.

While also focused on citywide pictures, Muller lav- 
ishes attention on residential fine points: stocky porch 
piers for shingled homes, butterfly-joint-ornamented 
cabinetry and copper light fixtures for Arts and 
Crafts rooms. His clients, too, tend to be passionate 
about important minutiae. When a couple who had 
lived in Japan (and who collect Asian antiques) com- 
missioned a Muller house a few years ago, they added 
to their collection throughout the de sign ph hase and 
Pai e-mailing images of the new acquisitions to 

Muller. He adapted. his plans accordingly: rearrang- 
ing windows to create wall expanses for paintings, 
flanking the

adds, “I was the one who proposed Arts and Crafts 


to live in a house with Japanese character,” 
to them, because the movements [9th-century 
founders were so interested in Asian design. Arts and 
Crafts has a rational and valid link to Asian motifs. 
There are literal elements of Japanese design in the 
house: the cloud-lift beams, the Zen courtyard with a 
rock garden, the shoji screen that slides across the 
skylight. But we didnt try to mimic a Japanese house 
in America.” 

When he starts dreaming up any house, he adds, 
"the ideas can feel capricious until all the constraints 
of the site, the client and the program are fully inte- 
grated. I love that part, the push and pull. I can find 
a spark for myself, that I can share, in solving just 
about any problem. I've heard about studies that 
show architects are a disaffected bunch, a morose 
profession, because of a huge gap between what they 
thought theyd be doing and what they've ended up 
with. For me, though, when I go to work, I keep 
thinking: ‘I guess I'm too happy, I’m having too

Refined and Rusticated: 
Using the Arts and Crafts Style 


Project: Hayes Cottage, South Haven, MI 
Architect: Sandra Vitzthum, Architect, L.L.C., 
Montpelier, VT 


hen engineer and collector Charlie Hayes 
decided to devote each of his homes to a 
different period, he turned to Vermont 
architect Sandra Vitzthum to design an English Arts 
and Crafts cottage to house his Arts and Crafts, 
Mission and Southwestern collections. The new 5,300- 
sq.f. home in South Haven, MI, overlooks Lake 
Michigan and is suitable for both family getaways and 
entertaining large groups. In addition, it has two garages 
for Hayes' vintage sports cars, another collection. 
Although the house has a simple rectangular 
shape, it features English triple gables adorned with 
climbing roses. The entrance on the east elevation is 
situated between the two garage doors. Bruce LaRose 
Custom Millwork of Vermont made the mahogany 
front door, which features hand- forge ed straps adde d by 
blacksmith Lucian Avery, also of Vermont. Clad in red 
cedar shingles, the exterior is accentuated by a flared 
diamond pattern skirt that separates the upper living 
floors from the utilitarian ground floor. "The idea is 
to move your attention up to the second floor, which 
is the piano nobile says Vitzthum. “The shingles above 
the skirt are more refined, with a single thickness and 
a narrow exposure. The ground floor is rusticated with 
double shingling and a wider exposure.” 
The house is approached via a driveway that leads 
to a formal entry court with a large iron planter in

the center. The ground floor is comprised of two 
large garages, the entry hall, a large family room and 
kitchenette and a porch that extends off the kitch- 
enette. A staircase. connects the ground-floor entry 
hall with the main floor. Modeled after the staircase 


in William Morris’ home, Red House in England, it 


guides one up to a sun-filled second floor and contin- 
ues around the wall to become the balcony overlook- 
ing the living room. "I am not normally a copy artist, 
but in this case it seemed best to reproduce the stairs 
as accurately as possible,” Vitzthum says. “They're in 


a different setting and they continue as a balcony, 


Nestled in the woods near Lake Michigan, the cottage offers spectacular views of the lake from the west facade, especially from the second -floor living room and deck. 
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The main entrance to the tripled-gabled Hayes cottage, in South Haven, MI, is quite formal, with the 
house sitting on tbe entry court. The exterior doors and garage doors were custom made in mabogany by 
Bruce and Paul LaRose, who did all of the millwork for the cottage, including tbe stairs, columns and 


the bed for the master bedroom. 


and, like the Red Houses stairs, they define the central 
well of the cottage.” 

The primary rooms, including the living room, 
library, dining room/kitchen and three bedrooms, are 
located on the second floor. With a balcony on the 
west facade of the house, the living room offers an 
expansive view of Lake Michigan, as does a screened- 
in sun porch off the kitchen. The attic-like third floor 
houses a billiards room, bunk room, a balcony that 
overlooks the living room and a library. The attic is 
accessed by a hidden staircase. 

The house boasts two massive fireplaces, one in 
the living room and another directly under it in the 
family room. “One of the chall enges was the chim- 
ney stack with two fireplaces,” says Vitzthum. “The 


client wanted a 60-in.-tall 
fireplace upstairs, and I was 
determined that it be open 
on three sides with a lime- 
stone corbelled hood.” 

Downstairs, a Lutyens- 
inspired vaulted fireplace 
dominates the family room. 
It was made using salvaged 
brick and a 12-in. Batchelder 
Studio (ca. 1910) original tile supplied by the Michael 
Fitzsimmons Gallery of Chicago. This room has fur- 
nishings such as an Ambrose Heal linen press, which 
has been converted into a media center, an antique mis- 
sion rocker and a new Stickley coffee table. 


The Arts and 1 Crafis-style staircase, a copy of the one in William Morris’ Red House in -— defines tbe center well of tbe house, 
weaving from the ground-floor entry hall to the main floor. It continues around the wall to become the balcony overlooking the living 
room. The owner's original Morris Sussex chairs and Morris wallpaper welcome visitors into tbe bome. 


The Indiana limestone fireplace with a 60-in.-tall opening and 19th-century Bradley 
Hubbard andirons dominates the living room on the main ( second) floor. Also found bere are 
items such as a Prairie-style sconces, an antique secretary that was band crafted in Michigan 
Upper Peninsula and an antique caned-back oak rocking chair with a Morris Chrysanthemum 
pattern on the seat. A corner slipper chair and the sofa also feature Morris patterns. 


Vitzthum eliminated hallways wherever possible in 
her design by providing circulation through public 
rooms, such as the library and front entry hall. She cre- 
ated long vistas through the house and into the land- 
scape. Nooks and crannies are also incorporated into the 
design. "The houses wealth of nooks and details are 
meant to entertain both relaxing vacationers and party- 


goers,” she says. “I also strove to make the circulation in

The screened-in octagonal sun porch off the kitchen is a popular 
room for watching sunsets and playing cards. Directly under it 
is another porch, which also provides views of the lake. 
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Constructed of salvaged brick, the vaulted fireplace in the ground- -floor family room incorporates a 
hearth and a 12-in. original Batchelder tile at the vaults springpoint. The Ambrose Heal linen press 
on the left has been converted into a media center. Other furnishings include an antique Mission 


rocker and a slant-top desk by Limbert of New York City.

Although simple, the master bedroom on the main floor is enriched by the handmade quartersawn 
oak bed, an original Stickley chest and Morris textiles, Designed by Vitzthum, the bed bas a Morris

The informal kitchen 7] dining room features a table designed by the owner with 12 antique Arts and 
Crafts chairs. Reproduced by Conant Custom Brass of Vermont, the light fixtures were based on those 
found in a cottage in Lake George, NY. The columns provide separation between the kitchen and living 
room. Hayes displays bis 19tb-centurv Romanian pottery and two Stickley sideboards in this room. 


“Autumn” and works of other

"The houses design reflects my own training with 


its rigorous, simple spatial sequence,” Vitzthum says. 
“T am a traditional architect; most of my projects 
reflect my more classical New England bac ground, 
but I was excited to steep myself in the Arts and 
Crafts tradition. This house has a peed rigor 
that is balanced by casual, rustic —

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Project: Sympathetic addition to the 
Dunn Residence, Washington, DC

entworth-Levine Architect- 

Builder, Inc, of Silver 

Spring, MD, recently 
remodeled the Dunn residence and 
incorporated a sympathetic addition 
to the 1929 home. Located in the 
Palisades NW | neighborhood of 
Washington, DC, the frame structure 
is in the Arts and Crafts style. 
Occupied by a growing family inter- 
ested in expanding their space, the 
house was modified to include addi- 
tions to the basement and the first 
and second floors. The existing spaces 
were remodeled. 

The addition was designed to be 
sympathetic to the Arts and Crafts 
style of the original house. "All of the 
materials were carefully selected to 
integrate with the existing bungalow," 
explains. Bruce Wentworth, AIA, a 
principal with Wentworth-Levine. 
"Narrow clapboard was milled to 
match the original found on the 
house's first floor and cedar shingles 
replicate the originals" Even the 
foundation, an embossed concrete 
split-face block, resembled the 1929 
foundation block. 

The residence was expanded by 
2,080 sq.ft., at a construction cost of 
$439,000, to a total of 4,960 sq.ft. 
The basement addition was finished as a playroom 
with an 8-ft. ceiling. The first floor, which originally 
had living, kitchen/dining, breakfast and laundry 
rooms, and included a bathroom and one bedroom, 
was extended to encompass a family room and separate 
kitchen and breakfast rooms. The laundry area was 
moved to the second floor and a study took the place

of the bedroom. Space was also carved out of the old 
bedroom to create a central hall, which now provides 
access to the back rooms without the necessity of 
passing through the kitchen. 

Though standard in width, the hall appears grand, 
lined on the west with tapered columns and a cof- 
fered ceiling. “The tapered columns are traditional 


elements in Craftsman bungalows,” 
says Wentworth. “They were also 
typically used as porch supports, so 
they recall on the interior some of 
what's seen on the exterior." The inte- 
gration of numerous windows is also 
a key element of this style. Sunlight 
reaches even the central hall from 
either the west or east rooms and 
drenches the white walls and walnut 
in-laid flooring, depending on the 
time of day. 

From the front door, the hall pro- 


vides a view of the family room, let- 
ting in light and lending to the feeling 
of openness and space, a common 
theme throughout the house. The 
large new family room at the rear is 
two steps below the remainder of the 
first floor, allowing for a 10-ft. ceiling. 
The steps, a thin railing at one side 
and tapered columns that frame the 
entryway help define the space, creat- 
ing an intimate room. A wood-burn- 
ing fireplace with a cherry surround 
and mantel installed along the west 
side of the room adds to the atmos- 
phere. The mantel complements the 
custom cherry cabinets, which run 
alongside it. “A lot of wood is typical 
of this style,” says Wentworth. “There 
are also solid-wood chairs and a wood 
coffee table, not to mention all the 
wood floors.” Three windows allow a 
view of the private backyard garden 
and transoms maximize the southern 
sunlight. Five additional windows are 
positioned on the west and east. 

The kitchen now includes new cab- 
inets, counters, sinks and appliances. The removal of 
an island dishwasher and range creates an enlarged 
space, and white paint, white subway tile above the 
counters and new lighting enhance this impression. 
The west side of the room, which once accommodat- 
ed the refrigerator, sink and counters, now features a 
36-in. gas range and range hood that are surrounded

by painted wood cabinets. With inset doors, simply 
ornamented feet and cove molding, the cabinets retain 
touches of the Arts and Crafts style.

an ideal space as it is private, but, at the same time, 
more windows can be added, allowing for more light 
and a garden view." 

The master-suite addition is accessed from a cen- 
tral hall, past the existing bathroom and new laun- 
dry room. At first entry, a walk-in closet (complete 
with window) is found on the left, just past an 
antique oak desk that is now used as a vanity, and 
the master bath is located just opposite the closet, 
on the right. Past this hall, the room opens into a 
I6x17-ft. space with hardwood floors and Arts and 
Crafts-style pendants. A sealed gas fireplace witha = $N-----——------- 
raised embossed Mission-style ceramic-tile hearth is 
opposite the bed. Windows line the south, west and 
east walls. 

“A determinant of the second floor plan was the 
roofline,” Wentworth says. "We struggled with it 
quite a bit as we didnt want the addition to domi- 
nate the existing building. The design went through 
many iterations; we had several brainstorming ses- 
sions with three of our architects trying different 
things.” The result is an integrated roofline that, 
with strategically placed shed dormers, provides 
ample headroom inside. 

The tub, the period-style shower stall, toilet, NEW SECOND FLOOR PLAN 
pedestal sink and dressing table sink all fit in the 
dormer of the 8-ft.-tall master bathroom. A painted

Recrafting a Classic 


Project: Renovation of a private residence in Ann

hat makes a classic Arts and Crafts-style 

residence? That question was answered 

when Ann Arbor, MI-based Architectural 
Resource set out to transform a house rooted in the 
style into a true classic. The 1928 residence in Ann 
Arbor was originally meant for a single family, but 
became a rental and, later, a boarding house. The 
most recent Owners, who acquired the residence in 
1996, wanted to renovate and restore the buil ding so 
that it would more closely resemble an Arts and 
Crafts-style home. 

Building on the basics of the existing 1,078-sq.ft., 
1920s house, Architectural Resource renovated the 
exterior, the interior and the porch. ' 'On a scale from 
one to 10, the original house was about a 2// in terms 
of achieving a classic Arts and Crafts style,” says 
Michael Klement, Project Architect. 

The scope of the project included the repair and 
replacement of all deteriorated building components, 


including the complete replacement and redesign of 


the 192-sq.ft. front porch; the reconfiguration of the 
existing floor plan to include a study, family gather- 
ing area, entry space and semi- -formal Fm room; 
the correction of structural and mechanical prob- 
lems; and the conception of a master plan for the 
future development of the entire home. Once budg- 
et allows, an addition to the kitchen and a small 
porch off the back of the house will be constructed. 

The house sits on a corner adjacent to a park. 
flanked by other similarly styled homes. "The clients 
were interested in devel oping this house because it 
had skeletal aspects of the Arts & Crafts style,” 
Klement says. "It would have been inappropriate to 
turn it into something else.” 

"There were two components involved in trans-

open to one huge space. A typical Arts and Crafts 
dwelling is much more intimate" The architect 
realigned the main circulation spine with the center- 
line axis of the house, which helped to separate the 
structure into east and west flanks. The entry was 
aligned with the center of the porch, as was the stair- 
way to the basement. "The other component was the 
style of the elements of the house,” he says. For 
instance, the column details on the porch. 

The entire original porch, from footings to 


rafters, was demolished. The roof of the screene d-in

porch in the rear had collapsed, and water was com- 
ing into the basement. The front porch was settling 
due to the lack of a foundation. “It was rotting from 
the inside out and there was water damage from the 
roof,” Klement says. 

A clustered column design that featured crossing 
thin beams near the top was used for the new front 
porch, and this became a unifying element in the 
design both inside and out. Coming from the care- 
ful study of Arts and Crafts period residences, this 
type of column is “often used in a house of this 
scale. Massive column support is an earmark of this 
style,” Klement explains. “Because it was a small 
porch, we didnt want to overwhelm the house. We 
also wanted to keep transparency and a visual con- 
nection with the street. We got this look with a bal- 
ance between massiveness, for style, and space 
requirements for a small porch.” The new railings 
were carefully proportioned, in order to keep trans- 
parency, while the boxed column bases provided 
anchoring and a sense of space and enclosure. “The 
height was important — the railing or bases couldnt 
be at eye level when the clients were sitting on the 
porch,” Klement adds. Finally, special accent lighting 
brought together the detailing and forms of the col- 
umn assemblies. 

Other exterior features included new wood win- 
dows that reflect the Arts and Crafts style in their

construction and muntin patterns. 
Decaying shingles, siding and trim were 
repaired or replaced. “The house was 
originally sided with aluminum. When 
that came off, some of the shingles were 
in good shape, some weren't,’ Klement 
explains. New eave brackets below the projecting roof 
rakes were added to further develop character. Three- 
tab fiberglass shingles were used for roofing due to 
budgetary concerns. 

In terms of improving the flow of the interior, the 
front door was centered, and the central circulation 
spine, basement access door and stair landing were 
shifted. New structural beams were added to address 
problems from previous remodeling efforts. A non- 
vented gas fireplace was added, becoming the focal 
point for the new informal family gathering space. 
Built-in cabinets and carefully proportioned windows 
frame the fireplace and handmade, custom-fired clay 
tiles surround it. These tiles reappear on the floor of 
the entryway. 

To create the look of traditional ?4-height solid- 
wood paneling, low-cost surface-applied oak 
veneered 'A-in. plywood and thin trim boards were 
used. The paneling starts in the study, following the 
walls into a new window-seat alcove (placed where 
the original front door and entry closet had been). 
Continuing through new French doors and into the 
family gathering space, the paneling ends at a %4- 
height partition that runs perpendicular to the wall. 
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The partition has double-clustered 
columns (similar to the ones on the 
porch). “We developed the partition to 
separate the dining room from the gath- 
ering space,’ Klement says. 'Battens on 
the seams give the wall a paneled look to 
tie everything together.” The %4-height 
allows a view through the front windows, 
which almost reach the ceiling. These 
windows face the street so the wall pro- 
vides privacy, while the windows provide 
a visual connection with the outside. 

To complete the look, period-style 
lighting fixtures, hardware and decora- 
tive wallpapers were included in the 
redesign. 

“This was an outstanding project, 
because it had an outstanding team, 
including the clients and Washtenaw 
Woodwrights, the general contractor. As a 
result, all involved enjoyed the process and 
the clients were very happy with the out- 
come,’ Klement concludes. €

Forty-five companies hold licenses to Frank Lloyd Wrights designs, producing reproductions 


and interpretations that further his legacy.

he terms "designer" & 
denote three distinct 
vocations. Rarely, today, do we find an 
individual who works in all three areas, but it 
was not always so. In England, during the 
1870s, the Arts and Crafts movement changed 
the perception of these professions, blurring 
the distinctions between them. Later, when 
the movement gained momentum in the 
U.S., this trend continued. The Greene 
brothers, for example, laid and relaid field- 
stone walls, obsessed over the tiniest Joint 
details and created carpet designs from their 
watercolor sketches. 
The Arts and Crafts movement paid par- 
ticular attention to the harmony of exterior 
and interior and to the relationship among 


material, texture and design. The movement, in 
essence, attempted to create a total environ- 
ment, integrating architectural design, furnish- 
ings, fixtures, decorative surfaces and artworks. 
Out of this school came the Prairie Style and 
its greatest exponent, Frank Lloyd Wright. 

Wrights Prairie houses are notable for the 
distinctive arrangement of volumes from a 
central core. This tendency toward building 
from the inside out is also reflected in the 
importance Wright placed on the design and fabrica- 
tion of interior details. Today, Wright designs for 
architectural details, light fixtures, artworks and fur- 
nishings are being revived to an unprecedented extent: 
45 companies worldwide are authorized by the Frank 
Lloyd Wright Foundation to produce works based on 
his designs. Some are exact replicas, while others are 
modeled after Wright's originals. 

Established in. 1940, the Foundation, based 
Taliesin West, Scottsdale, AZ, is dedicated to pre- 


d and ensuring the precision and quality of 


Wright's art. "The licensing program itself was cre- 
g g prog 


M in 1985,” explains Betsy Lynn, Vice President of 


Licensing Retail and Merchandising at the Foun- 
dation. “At that time, the Foundation offered a few 
highly respected firms the right to reproduce Wright's 
work. In the later years, interested companies have 
taken the initiative to apply for a license and the pro- 
gram has expanded almost tenfold.” 

The authorized companies work closely with the 


Foundation Archives to choose from thousands of 


the drawings Wright produced. Some of these 
designs were incorporated into his buildings or pro- 
duced for commissions, but many have yet to be 


Nichols Bros. Stoneworks produces cast-stone architectural 
products, including sculpture, planters and urns based on 
Wrigbt's designs. One of its replicas, the 1898 Frank Lloyd

Historical Arts & Casting of West Jordan, UT, re- 
produces a line of decorative cast-metal objects from 
designs by Wright from periods throughout his 
career. These products are part of the larger 
Metalwork Collection that also includes designs by 
Louis H. Sullivan, ds rt Jarvie and James Bogardus. 
Each of the piece 


is cast in bronze Or aluminum 


from handmade molds, then individually 
fabricated and hand finished. 

Early in 1998, Nichols Bros. Stoneworks 
Ltd., of Snohomish, WA, was granted 
license by the Foundation to reproduce gar- 
den urns and statuary designed by Wright. 
To date, the firm has reproduced 45 differ- 
ent objects, including planters from the 
Frank Lloyd Wright Residence and the 
Frank Lloyd Wright Studio, both in Oak 
Park, IL; the Henry J. Allen Residence in 
Wichita, KS; the Frederick C. Robie 
Residence in Hyde Park, IL; and other 
Wright buildings. Tabletop gift items, 
including bookends and miniature sculp- 
tures, make up the remainder of its line. 

With a II3-year history of supplying 
reproductions and interpretations of fab- 
rics, floor coverings and wallpapers, it is no 
stretch of the imagination to learn that, 
along with I8th-century reproductions of 
rugs of royalty, New York City-based F. 
Schumacher & Co. also supplies Frank 
Lloyd Wright reproductions. From 1955 to 
1958, Schumacher worked with Wright 
directly, and now has expanded its inventory 
to include Wright's creations from designs 
found in the archives. Its most recent Wright 
includes 12 designs: "both 
nature-inspired items in Wrights archives and the

representations of nature in his own work,’ says 
Schumachers Vice President of Marketing, Nancy 
Neumann. A new line is under discussion.

Clinkers and Romans 


The Arts and Crafts and Prairie styles used brick in distinct ways, but both shared a love of 


natural hues and unusual shapes.

n the late 19" century, the Arts and Crafts move- 
ment emerged in England and soon after in the 
U.S., rejecting In the 


early 20^ century, the Prairie style branched out from 


the High Victorian style. 


this movement. In light of their historical proximity, 
and especially with many professional designers and 
craftspeople working within both styles, it is not sur- 
prising that they share many common values, as well 
as some interesting distinctions. Analyzing how each 
of the styles used brick, which practitioners of both 
movements consciously chose for some of their best 
exteriors, provides us with a basis for the discussion 
of the two architectural styles. 

Architects of both the Arts and Crafts movement 
and the Prairie style had a reverence for the “honest” 
use of natural material and craftsmanship — especial- 
ly the use of brick and the work of skillful masons. 
Using natural hues and soil, which embodied and 
evoked the earth, to make building materials 
expressed aesthetic integrity to practitioners of these 
styles. Both styles fitted houses to their landscapes 
and often extended the house architecture outward 
with building elements that enhanced and organized 
the site. Interesting bricks — iron spot, different col- 
ors than the often-used red and special proportions — 
were chosen. 


The Arts and Crafts Aesthetic 

Within these concordant aesthetic ideals, there exists 
important differences in practice, especially in the use 
of brick. Although there are a variety of Arts and 
Crafts house prototypes, the early 20" century Bunga- 
low variations show some of the best examples of the 
rugged, textured brickwork that epitomizes Arts and 
Crafts hand-built values. 

The Arts and Crafts movement preferred comb- 
scored, rough and patterned brickwork. Thick, dark, 
chunky bricks stamped with designs and distressed 
bricks with cracks, warps and splits were prized. 
Sometimes bricks were skittled or laid at odd angles 
in a regular wall or even protruded to create more 
shadow. Plaques and tiles were often set within brick 
fields which themselves might contain borders, basket 
soldier. courses

strict horizontal coursing was abandoned in favor of 


expressive waviness. Battering (sloping) brick foun- 
dation walls rose to support first floors and porches, 
indic: aung affinity with the earth, as well as suggest- 


ing that the buil Iding was born of the soil. The use of 


"thickish" brickwork could result in dark, lumpy 
house masses that architectural historians describe as 
mass-positive objects with more interest in the thing 
than the space around it. 


The Prairie Style 

Prairie Style practitioners saw a chance to improve 
upon the ideas of the earlier Arts and Crafts style. 
The Prairie aesthetic moved even further away from 
common red/orange brick in favor of earth tones, 
such as yellows, tans, browns and even gray. Brick 
aesthetics, both in choice of material and installa- 
tion, changed significantly to emphasize the Prairie 
Styles signature cubic precision and horizontality. 


Extending walls from inside to out, with windows 
ganged midway to evoke spatial continuity, resulted 
in substantial increases in daylight and crispness. 
Spacially, there was more interplay between solid and 
void than in the earlier Arts and Crafts styles focus 
on the building as an object or a silhouette. 
Straight, low site walls stretched out through the 
landscape to anchor the house to the "prairie" — 
more of an idea than an acknowledgement of the 
usual suburban lot where most of these houses were 
situated. Masonry terraces, walks and low steps 
extended from the house geometrically to emphasize 
harmony with, and impose order upon, the land- 
scape. Limestone or concrete planters and urns punc- 
tuated the corners and wall terminations and also 
drew attention to entries and steps. Cubic buttresses 
bookended long. low, very flat brick walls strength- 
ening unity and so lidity. Horizontality was evoked in 
many ways beyond the obvious overhangs and bands 


of windows. Brick massing from low-perimeter site

walls topped with long cap stones or concrete led to 
terraces and porches ilat screened building walls and 
shafts, which held up roofs that pinwheeled around 
impressive central chimney masses. 

Prairie Style architects chose thin, long Roman 
bricks with precise, unscarred faces to achieve blocky 
masses and length. Horizontal gray or tan mortar 
joints were raked back from the brick to create shad- 
ow lines. In contrast, vertical joints were struck flush 
and sometimes even colored to match the brick. 

While this is handsome and appropriate for inte- 
rior uses such as the hearth, fireplace and inglenook, 
it sacrificed best practic ce when used outside, "because 
it allowed water or ice to sit on the upper surface edge 
of the brick and erode both the mortar and the brick. 
This deficiency was somewhat offset by choosing 
high quality, dense, non-absorbent, hard brick. 
Neither the raked nor flush joint is as weather proof 
as the tooled, compressed, concave joint, which was 
used routinely throughout history and is now used to 
restore some Prarie-style horizontal joints. Never- 
thele SS, the craftspeople were instructe d to emphasize 
the horizontal, ribbon coursing lines that were so 
important to the aesthetic. The best example of care- 
ful brickwork is found in the quinte ssential Prairie- 
style home, Frank Lloyd Wrights Robie House in 
Chicago. Reddish-brown vertical mortar matched the 
adjacent brick and finished flush to create continuous 
stripes of horizontal color. Although the careful use 
of two mortar colors was not common, many Prairie- 
style architects made similar aesthetic choices, using 
browns, tans and beiges in masonry work to link 
more strongly with the visual appearance of the 
earth. This allowed them to avoid the dark, fortress- 
like feel of earlier styles to further announce their 
new, distinguished look. 

Both the Arts and Crafts movement and the Prairie 
style used bricks and their expressive. potential to 
achieve both aesthetic and conceptual goals. From a 
common source, each style pushed in different direc- 
tions through their choice of materials and details. €

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Getting Hammered: 
Arts and Crafts Hardware 


Whether in metal or wood, or based in Great Britain or America, the designs of the Arts 


and Crafts movement established a lasting style. 


by Dan Cooper 


and-crafted, geometric shapes and earthy 

organic colors mark the Arts and Crafts 

style that, even after its revival nearly two 
decades ago, continues to enjoy great popularity. A 
wide variety of hardware in this style is now available, 
from mass-produced cast pieces to individual, hand- 
hammered work, from British to American forms of 
the style. 

Upon closer examination, the rich colors and tex- 
tures of this deceptively simple metalwork resonate, 
along with all things Craftsman, with the American 
psyche. Certainly, the work of Gustav Stickley (and 
his many brothers) has achieved iconic status in 
America. Simply by uttering the phrase "Arts and 
Crafts,’ an image of their darkly finished, rectilinear 
furnishings instantly comes to mind. Stickley's furni- 
ture and the hardware he selected for it are equally 
distinctive. As with every aspect of the Arts and 
Crafts movement, these items signified a return to the 
use of (or at least the appearance of) individually 
hand-crafted items. Gone were flowery, ornate ele- 
ments, and, in their stead, were pieces of copper that 
seemed as if they had been banged out on an anvil in 
some dark forge. 


Original Methods 


Fulfilling the needs of those who require precise 
reproductions of the hardware created by Sticklev,

The hardware is very true to form and 
top of the line, although we try to keep the price as 
reasonable as possible considering the effort involved 
in hand crafting copper hardware.” 

Rucks painstakingly employs Stickley's original 
sand-casting method to maintain a hand-crafted 
appearance. While many firms eventually replaced 
this technique with an injection-molded, lost-wax 
method, Rucks has returned to sand casting in a 
quest for authenticity. When producing the finely 

olished brass or bronze hardware, sand casting 
yields a cruder result, but it provides an appropriate 
finish for Arts and Crafts pieces. Rucks' line ranges 
from massive entry door sets and strap hinges all the 
way down to tiny reproduction Stickley tacks, along 
with a variety of square and round knobs. Rucks 
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Crown City Hardware’s Craftsman knob displays the rich 
copper patina so desired by Arts and Crafts aficionados. It is 
part of their Craftsman collection, which consists of entry sets 
and door and cabinet hardware. 


also fabricates several different “stirrup” pulls 
(standard issue for Stickley) and door knockers, 
bail pulls and coat hooks, all of which indicate a 
continuity of design. 


Original and New 


Craftsmen Hardware of Marceline, MO, manufac- 
tures a sweeping line of hand-crafted, hand-finished, 
hammered hardware that not only adheres to the 
tenets of the Arts and Crafts movement, but also 
accommodates contemporary needs. The firm offers 
a large selection of electrical switch plates and outlet 
covers that accept individual toggle or push-button 
switches and also combinations of switches, outlets 
and ground fault circuit interrupter receptacles. Its 
products are available in several styles, including one 
inspired by Greene and Greene. 

Along with entry and interior door locksets, 
Craftsmen Hardware also produces such diverse 
applications as refrigerator pulls (in 
three styles), highly stylized house 
numerals, heating grilles and stair 
and drapery hardware, all in pati- 
nated copper. 

Known for its extensive and diverse 
inventory, Crown City Hardware of 
Pasadena, CA, also offers a selection 
of Arts and Crafts hardware that 
includes several unusual knobs 
and pulls, such as the classic 
Mission-style pyramid cabinet 
knob and the round Crafts- 
man knob.

with chrome plating. Emtek produces entry sets and 
bail and bin pulls, all displaying the trademark ham- 
mered dimples sought by those working in this style. 
Some of its more interpretive pieces will appeal to 
those requiring Craftsman-type detail, but still desir- 
ing a finish more associated with polished hardware. 


Custom Work 


Designers and architects will, on occasion, need a 
piece of hardware that is not available "off the shelf". 
One firm that specializes in this is Patten Design of 
Huntington Beach, CA. Owner Ted Patten reveals 
what is involved in creating a custom piece. “First, a 
sketch is drawn and the piece is carved. A wax master 
is made and then a mold is formed. This process 
alone runs $400 to $900, so it’s not cost-effective for 
a single piece.” Patten continues, "It takes I2 to 16 
weeks to make, and a typical run is about 150 pieces. 
Brass and bronze are more expensive than iron, with 
bronze a little more so than brass.” 

Along with a few pieces of Arts and Crafts work, 
Patten also sells a Spanish Line of hardware that 
complements the Arts and Crafts style. Interestingly 
enough, Stickley's hand-hammered look drew from 
the old Spanish missions in the American Southwest. 
The favor is being returned, for if one steps into any 
hotel from Santa Fe to Sedona, they are likely to find 
Arts and Crafts stirrup pulls on their armoire, 
although today the finish of choice is a patinated 
copper of a bright blue-green bordering on teal. 

Not all Arts and Crafts hardware is fabricated 
from metal; wood was also a frequent choice. 
Invariably, wooden knobs and pulls of this style are 
the square, faceted pyramid knobs. Preferably, they 
should be milled from quartersawn white oak, the 
Mission standard, with their tiger-striping proudly 
displayed. Several of the aforementioned firms sell 
wooden pyramid knobs and pulls that appear on 
countless Arts and Crafts furnishings.

The British interpretation of Arts and Crafts hard- 
ware differed greatly from that of North America. 
Brass or bronze was the preferred medium instead of 
the hand-hammered copper so frequently found in 
America. While American hardware was a study in 
simplicity, the British, with their centuries of skilled 
metalsmithing, were not shy of ornamentation and 
employed a blend of Medieval and High Gothicism 
that was tempered with the soft undulations of Art 
Nouveau. 

Today, the unique and influential designs of archi- 
tects such as the Scot Charles Rennie Mackintosh 
and the Englishman C.F.A. Vovsev are revered in the 
same manner afforded Gustav Stickley. Those who 
seck British Arts and Crafts hardware may turn to 
Whitechapel Ltd. of Jackson, WY, which offers brass 
Mackintosh-inspired pulls and hinges. Whitechapel’s 
hardware sports the classic Glaswegian design motif

Speci- 
fications Institutes MasterFormat, topics are easy to 
locate. In addition, the book has a 13-page index. 

This new volume, which contains parts of the
